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Three-Alarm Greenbriar Fire 
Claims a Life, Injures Nine

The three-alarm fire which oc- 
curred Friday, November 21 in a 
Greenbriar condominium apart- 
ment building at 7806 Hanover 
Parkway has claimed the life of 
Mary Alice Carroll, 61, of the 
same address, according to MPO 
George Mathews of the Greenbelt 
Police Department. The Wash- 
ington Post reported that nine 
people, including five firefight- 
ers, suffered injuries including 
burns and smoke inhalation. 

A three-alarm fire relays to 
fire departments that every pos- 
sible resource is needed. Accord- 


ing to Mayor Judith Davis, the 


units responding included fire 
departments from Greenbelt, Col- 
lege Park, West Lanham Hills,

Branchville, Berwyn Heights, 
Anne Arundel County, as well as 
special units from the Prince 
George’s County fire system and 
the fire chaplain from Baltimore. 
Nearly 100 firefighters were on 
the scene during the night. 

Davis said the dense smoke 
and flames went through the 
walls, spreading so rapidly that 
the stairwells were completely 
filled with smoke. Many people 
trapped inside the building went 
out onto their balconies to seek 
help. Because the interior floors 
of the building were collapsing, 
firemen had to exit and work 
from the outside. 

At one point some firemen 
were returning to their trucks, 


believing that the fire had been 
contained. But when flames 
burst through the roof of the 
building, horns from other trucks 
were sounded, signaling that the 
fire was out of control. Three 
adjacent buildings were evacu- 
ated — 7800, 7802 and 7804, 
Davis said. Firemen stood on 
the roofs of those buildings to 
wet them down and prevent a 
chain reaction. Those buildings 
were without power and water. 

Almost all of the residents of 
7800 and 7802 were allowed to 
return later when the utilities 
were restored. Building 7804 
was also checked for structural 
damage. Residents were allowed 
to go in one by one to retrieve 
personal items. 

The Greenbriar Community 
Building was set up as a head- 
quarters. Four Red Cross volun- 
teers were called to the scene at 
11 p.m. for immediate disaster 
relief, according to Public Affairs

lodging, food and clothing to 


nine families. Five volunteers 
returned on November 22, assist- 
ing a total of 25 adults and two 
children. An emergency re- 
sponse vehicle was on-site as 
well, providing dinner to the dis-

Firemen Are Devastated 
By the Loss of a Life

Greenbelt Fire Department 
Co. 35 Fire Chief Randy Krob 


told this paper that a black 


cloud hung over the members of 
the department as the result of 
the loss of life at the November 


_ 21 fire at 7806 Hanover Parkway. 
““The fire department did every- 


thing in its power to save every 
person trapped in the building,” 
he said. “Many rescues were 
made. Some things are out of 
our hands. Our hearts and 
prayers go out to the family of 
the person who died and to 
those who were injured.” 

The fire call was received by 


the county fireboard at 9:48 
p.m. Friday night. Greenbelt re- 
ceived the call at 9:49. Three 
Greenbelt units were on the 
scene in three minutes. The first: 
unit on the scene reported that a 


fire was showing and that it 


would be necessary to hold all 
equipment at the scene. (Nor- 
mally, once a fire scene is as- 
sessed, unneeded equipment is 
quickly released to return to the 
fire stations and become avail- 
able for other emergencies.) _

Two Meetings, 


Two Versions 


Of Springhill Lake's Future

Two competing versions of 
the future of Springhill Lake 
(SHL) and its recreation center 
were spelled out in succeeding 
meetings in the Greenbelt Com- 


munity Center on Wednesday 


evening, November 19. The sec- 
ond of these meetings, long 
scheduled, was a joint hearing by 
the city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) and the 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
to consider the city’s concept 
plan for the renovation of and 
construction of an addition to 
the SHL center. 

But this meeting had been 
preceded by a hastily called 
“Meet and Greet” get-together 
which representatives of Aimco, 
owners of the SHL apartment de- 
velopment, had asked for with 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council. That both occurred on 
the same night was mere coinci- 
dence. - Nevertheless, what was 
discussed in the first meeting al- 
most undermined what was to 
take place in the second. 

It turned out that an Aimco 
officer, Patti Shwayder, vice presi- 
dent for governmental and com- 
munity relations, had asked to 


discuss with council the 
corporation’s renovation plans for 
the apartment complex — what 
she described as “a total redevel- 
opment, a top to bottom ex- 
panded plan.” 

The company, she said, had 
engaged Andres Duany, a top- 
flight urban designer of the 
Gaithersburg firm of Duany 
Plater-Zyberk (DPZ), to develop 
the renovation plans. DPZ was 
known for major urban commu- 
nity designs in the region, she 
said, most notably _ for 
Kentlands. His first step will be 
to host a charette, scheduled for 
Monday and Tuesday, January 12 
and 13 to engage local stake- 
holders in the planning process. 

Shwayder said Aimco has al- 
ready been discussing plans with 
county and state officials con- 
cerning funding and bond issues. 
“It will be a very significant 
project,” she said. She estimated 
its cost at “several hundred mil- 
lion dollars.” 

Charette Plans 

Shwayder’s primary interest in 
speaking with council at this

Greenbelt's News Review 
Begins Its 67th Year 


The News Review is unique 
— the longest running, all-volun- 
teer, cooperative weekly newspa- 
per in the United States — and 
has been featured in numerous 
books and television programs, 
as well as graduate theses and 
other student papers. on 
Greenbelt, planned towns and the 
cooperative movement. Some of 
these researchers have focused on 
the paper’s four-year David-and- 
Goliath struggle against a 
$2,000,000 libel suit in which 
the paper. was finally vindicated 
by the US Supreme Court in 
1970. The News Review deci- 
sion supported freedom of the 
press and the case is still studied 
and quoted as a significant legal 
precedent. 

In a town of many co-ops, the 
News Review is the next to the 
oldest. 

Originally a letter-sized mim- 
eographed publication consisting 
of 16 pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, the paper 
began publication on November 
24, 1937, six weeks after the 
first families had occupied their 
homes. 

For those who have won- 
dered how the paper gets out 
each week, the staff is largely 


volunteer (or, at least, minimally 
paid with member dividends) 
and, in the Greenbelt tradition, 
organized as a labor cooperative. 
The paper is unconnected with 
the city government, the other 
cooperatives in the city or with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 
The paper gratefully accepts 
support from any segment of the 
community — from the city in 
the form of advertising and in 
housing for its operation, the Co- 
op grocery and GHI in corporate 
ads, and from the citizens when 
the financial pinch gets too 
tight. However it has been 
mostly self-supporting. 
History 

The early pioneers recognized 
the immediate need for a news 
medium to keep people informed 
of local events and to provide a 
forum for the exchange of views. 
They laid down the principles 
that still guide the actions of the 
present News Review — a non- 
partisan, nonprofit cooperative 
endeavor, whose aims are to print 
the news accurately and fairly 
and to respect the Greenbelt 
“good neighbor” philosophy of 
life.

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Office Space 

In January 1938, the federal 
government (which owned 
Greenbelt at that time) made space 
available at the town commercial 
center, free of cost and also loaned 
much-needed furniture, typewriters 
(we still have some) and office 
equipment. The paper moved its 
office five times before coming to 
rest in the present quarters in the 
Community Center. 

With the withdrawal of the fed- 
eral government from town, GHI, 
through its wholly-owned subsid- 
iary, Greenbelt Development Cor- 
poration, continued the federal 
policy of providing free office 
space for decades with the paper 
reimbursing the corporation for 
out-of-pocket expenses. For many 
years the paper operated from of- 
fices in the basement of Parkway 
Apartments. 

In February 1996, the News 
Review moved to fresh, new, 
above-ground space in the old 
Center School, newly renovated 
and opened as the now-familiar 
Community Center. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop- 
erator free of charge to every home 
in town, beginning with the issue 
of September 7, 1939. The policy 
of free distribution remained un- 
changed except for an unsuccess- 
ful effort to go to a subscription 
basis in 1953. Successive boards 
of directors have considered that 
the most important thing is to get 
the paper to each household in the 
city. 

As WeAre 

Although some readers may re- 
call when the News Review had 
only two pages, the standard size 
today is 12 or 16 and may be as 
large as 28 pages. The deciding 
factor each week is the number of 
inches of advertising, which deter- 
mines the number of pages that 
can be paid for. 

At present 11,000 free copies of 
the News Review are distributed 
weekly to homes in Greenbelt in- 
cluding Greenbriar, Greenbrook, 
Greenwood Village, Windsor 
Green, Greenspring, Hunting 
Ridge, Belle Point, the Lakes of 
Greenbelt Village and _ the 
Greenbelt office buildings and 
shopping centers. We are attempt- 
ing to find a means to deliver 
again to Springhill Lake. 

New Style 

In 1995 the paper had joined 
the ‘90s when it moved to a cold 
type — computerized process. This 
change enabled us to return to the 
longer page which allows more 
space for stories and photos. We 
also added green ink. The paper 
looked good, our readers told us. 

In June 2001, the paper lost 
the composition shop at Chesa- 
peake Publishing and moved to

an all-electronic process. This in- 
volved a steep learning curve for 
the volunteer staff — a process that 
still continues. The paper con- 
tracted with graphic designer Lynn 
Eppard, who now does all the lay- 
out and preprint work for the pa- 
per in her home. And the paper 
looks even better though it costs 
more to produce. 
Staff 

There have been 39 changes in 
editorship during the paper’s 65 
years. For the last 30 years, the 
position has been held by Mary 
Lou Williamson. There are more 
than 68 staff members, most of 
whom have joined the paper as 
their contribution to their commu- 
nity. Some, like Williamson, 
Elaine Skolnik and Virginia 
Beauchamp, have been volunteer- 
ing with the paper for well over 
AQ years. 

An ongoing project, augment- 
ing the staff through an agreement 
with the Departments of English 
and Journalism of the University 
of Maryland to accept placement 
of student interns, is continuing to 
the News Review’s advantage. 
Students have participated in the 
regular work of writing and edit- 
ing copy for this paper. The pro- 
gram is sponsored by the Alfred 
M. Skolnik Memorial Fund. This 
fund also provides for a yearly 
$100 Savings Bond to be awarded 
to an outstanding Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School graduate 
who lives in Greenbelt and is pro- 
ficient in the field of writing. 

As the paper enters its 67th 
year, it remains primarily a volun- 
teer effort — without fail by neigh- 
bors for neighbors, from the editor 
to young carriers delivering the pa- 
per. Unchanged is the fact that 
contributions of time and effort 
are always needed from 
Greenbelters to assure the paper 
continues to serve the community. 
The current special need is for 
volunteers willing to visit local 
merchants to sell them on the im- 
portance as well as the benefits of 
putting advertising in our commu- 
nity paper.

placed residents. 
Worst Fire 

Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze was reported to have said 
this was the worst fire he had 
ever seen. Seen on site were 
Steve Bupp and other officials 
from Greenbriar’s management 
company Condominium Venture, 
Inc. (CVI), Greenbelt officials 
Mayor Davis, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin, Council- 
member Ed Putens, Planning Di- 
rector Celia Craze, City Code 
Enforcement personnel, Green- 
belt’s animal control officer 
(there were many cats and dogs 
in the building), as well as many 
Prince George’s County fire offi- 
cials. 

Davis described the fire as “a 
tragic, tragic event.” As to the 
death of Mary Alice Carroll, she 
said it was “the loss of a beauti- 
ful life.” Davis thanks all the 
firefighting units and groups that 
worked together to help during 
the fire — Prince George’s 
County, the City of Greenbelt, 
the American Red Cross, CVI, 
the Greenbriar community and 
staff and many others. 

A joint investigation between 
Prince George’s County fire in- 
vestigators and the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department’s criminal inves- 
tigations unit 1s underway as to 
the cause of the fire. The build- 
ing has been evacuated and is 
scheduled to be torn down ac- 
cording to an unconfirmed report. 
Davis conjectured that the build- 
ing will be totally rebuilt under 
current building standards, in- 
cluding a sprinkler system. 

According to a story in the 
Washington Post the fire caused 
$2.5 million in damage.

Greenbelt, West Lanham Hills, 
Branchville, West Lanham, 
Berwyn Heights, College Park 
and Riverdale Heights were first 
to arrive. Other companies were 
later called in and reported to 
the scene. 
Rescue 

The first problem facing the 
firemen was the rescue of persons 
trapped in the building. By the 
time firemen arrived, the building 
stairways were filled with smoke. 
Residents had to be rescued 
from balconies and windows. 
One person jumped from a bal- 
cony before a rescue could be 
made. There were injuries and 
Krob said that five residents had 
to be transported to various hos- 
pitals. However, the firemen on 
the scene believed that all resi- 
dents had been successfully res- 
cued. No one reported then or 
later that anyone was missing. 

While there was plenty of fire 
equipment at the location, it was 
not possible for fire trucks to get 
to the part of the building where 
the fire was principally involved. 
The terrain was rugged and 
soggy from recent rains and the 
area was not well lit. One truck 
that attempted to drive back to 
the fire area got stuck and had 
to be towed away. Hoses, lad- 
ders and other equipment had to 
be carried across the wet, uneven 
ground. By the time firemen ar- 
rived, the fire had spread to other 
units as it had been burning for 
an indeterminate amount of time. 

The fire apparently began in 
a terrace unit on the left side of 
the entrance. Not long after 
units were on the scene, the first 
floor fell in. By the end of the 
fire all three floors had collapsed 


into the terrace level. When the 
fire spread to the building roof, 
the firefighters had to leave the 
building. They changed to a 
defensive attack from outside 
the building using large diameter 
hoses to prevent the spread of 
the fire to other units. Part of 
the roof also collapsed onto the 
terrace apartment. The large 
hoses were used until it became 
safe for firemen to reenter the 
building. 

Four Greenbelt firemen and 
one from College Park from the 
original responding units were 
burned and transported to hospi- 
tals. None of the injuries were 
life threatening according to 
Krob. 

All Night 

Firemen were on the scene all 
night and most of the next day. 
The large amount of debris that 
had fallen hid still smoldering 
fires that had to be found and 
put out. During the overhaul 
early the next morning, the fire 
victim was found. 

The building was not a total 
loss, but did receive a lot of 
damage, principally on the left 
side of the entrance where four 
of the 12 units were destroyed, 
Krob said. On the other side and 
in back, the apartments suffered 
smoke and water damage. The 
cause of the fire has not yet 
been determined. 

Krob noted the presence of 
other organizations that provided 
support. The police were present 
to guard property and to assist 
some residents the next day in 
getting some of their things such 
as medication, clothing for kids 
and irreplaceable family heir- 
looms. Greenbriar management 





oy Be eee 
Debra Saunders, above, owned a 
second floor apartment at 7806 
Hanover Parkway. She told the 
News Review photographer on 
Sunday that her daughter Dehra 
and granddaughter Tehra, age 
5, were home at the time of the 
fire. Saunders expressed great 
concern that her daughter 
heard no fire alarm. She had 
vaguely smelled smoke, but by 
the time she became alarmed by 
the fire sirens, the fire was well 
underway. The granddaughter 
was burned on the hand and res- 
cued by firefighters. The 
mother jumped from the bal- 
cony. Four others were rescued 
by firefighters as they were in 
imminent danger.

30-DAY LIMIT FOR ON-STREET PARKING 


The City Council has approved legislation limiting on-street 
parking, without movement of a vehicle, for 30 days. The new 
code language is as follows: 


Sec. 11-52. Storage of vehicles. 


It shall be unlawful to park or store a vehicle upon a public 
street, alley, roadway or parking lot for a period of thirty (30 
consecutive days in a single parking space without movement 
of such vehicle, unless a long-term parking permit has been 
issued to the vehicle by the city. 

Long-term parking permits may be requested through the 
Department of Planning and Community Development. Written 
requests indicating the request and reason for the request should 
be directed, in writing, to Parking Enforcement, Department of 
Planning and Community Development, 15 Crescent Road, Suite 
200, Greenbelt, MD. 20770. Questions may be directed to

Notice of Charter Amendment Resolution 


Atits regular meeting on October 27, 2003, the City Council adopted 
a resolution to amend the City Charter. As required by state law, this 
resolution will be posted in its entirety for forty (40) days, until 
December 6, 2003, at the Municipal Building. It can also be found on 
the City's Web site at http:/www.ci.greenbelt.md.us. A copy may 
also be requested from the City Clerk. The charter amendment 
resolution will become effective on December 16, 2003, unless a proper 
petition to submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum is 
filed as permitted by law. This notice is to provide a fair summary of 
the resolution, as also requited by state law. 


Charter Amendment Resolution Number 2003-1 

A Resolution of the City of Greenbelt Adopted Pursuant to the 
Authority of Article XI-E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 
13 of Article 23a of the Annotated Code of Maryland, (1957 Edition 
as Amended), Title “Corporation-Municipal,” Subtitle “Home Rule, 
to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt Found, in Whole or in 
Part, in the Compilation of Municipal Charters of Maryland (1983 
Edition as Amended), as Prepared by the Department of Legislative 
Reference Pursuant to Chapter 77 of the Acts of the General Assembly 
of Maryland of 1983, by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments 
Section 8, Titled “Same—Quorum, Procedure” 


This resolution will amend the Charter to require a vote of at least 
four members of the five-member City Council to remove lands from 
the Greenbelt Forest Preserve, as established in Ordinance Number 
1243. The purpose of this amendment is to require a stricter standard 
for removing lands from the Forest Preserve designation than is 
required by the Charter for most Council actions. 


The Forest Preserve Ordinance is also posted on the Web site and in 
the Municipal Building. For additional information, call Kathleen 
Gallagher, City Clerk, at 301-474-8000.

Remote Sensing Earth Science at St. Hugh's

During the summer of 2002 
Marjorie Sparks, St. Hugh’s Junior 
High School science teacher, pre- 
pared for her assignment as a 
Teacher Argonaut on the JASON 
Project, JASON XIV: “From Shore 
to Sea.” This past summer she be- 
came a pilot of one of NASA’s 
aircraft. Well, to be exact, she be- 
came a pilot for a small NASA 
remote-controlled airplane 
equipped with remote sensing in- 
strumentation. 

Sparks, along with 17 teachers 
from across the country, attended 
the first week-long workshop of 
the Remote Sensing Earth Science 
Teacher Program (RSESTeP). Dur- 
ing the workshop NASA scien- 
tists illustrated how the teachers 


can use remote sensing tech- 
niques to do various earth science 
projects with their classes. 

“This program is a partnership 
between NASA, local remote con- 
trol plane clubs, local scientists 
and teachers,” said Sallie Smith, 
NASA/JASON liaison = and 
RSESTeP organizer. “Together we 
want to get this technology into 
the teachers’ and students’ hands.” 

The NASA Goddard and Wal- 
lops Island Centers will supply 
the teachers and their students 
with a global positioning system 
(GPS), temperature sensors, a 
hand-held weather station and a 
remote controlled plane outfitted 
with a video camera and thermal 
infrared imager aboard. The 
planes can fly a maximum of 400 


feet above ground. Each partici- 
pating school will have a week 
with the plane to prepare for and 
execute their five-minute mis- 
sions. The teachers will also have 
access to satellite data to accom- 
pany the data the plane collects. 

Sparks has been busy this fall 
putting together the details of her 
project. “I would like to look at 
the phosphate and nitrogen levels 
in the Chesapeake Bay watershed 
around Greenbelt,” she said. 
“Hopefully, my research will help 
students understand that what’s 
happening in their neighborhood 
has an effect on the condition of 
the bay.”

time was to line them up to par- 
ticipate in the forthcoming 
charette and elicit recommenda- 
tions concerning which stake- 
holders might participate. Many 
Greenbelters have had a long ex- 
perience with the charette con- 
cept, in which community mem- 
bers and professional designers 
brainstorm together over an ex- 
tended period before a rehabilita- 
tion project is drawn up. Such a 
process in 1985 resulted in the 
eventual rehabilitation of the 
city’s Roosevelt Center and its 
adjacent parking areas. 

Mayor Judith Davis asked if 
some of the SHL tenants might 
be invited to the charette, point- 
ing out that some residents, such 
as Joyce Chestnut, who was 
present, have been longtime con- 
tributors to city initiatives. 

Shwayder said her main con- 
cern was to keep participation 
“small enough to get something 
done.” They were envisioning a 
“very intensive” process, she 
said. She agreed that Beltway 
Plaza should be represented. 
Mayor Davis promised that the 
city would draw up a list of sug- 
gested participants, including 
county and state representatives 
and key members of city staff 
and planning boards. 

Newly elected councilmember 
Leta Mach asked if the corpora- 
tion was looking at owner-occu- 
pied housing and low-income 
housing. To both questions 
Shwayder’s answer was yes. 
There might also be some com- 
mercial possibilities, she added, 
such as a dry cleaner and a 
Starbucks. 

When councilmember Ed 
Putens asked about ideas con- 
cerning recreation buildings, 
Shwayder said they would like 
to fit in with the city’s plans. If 
the planning process called for 
redesigning the development’s 
roadway system, the recreation

changed. (Some time ago Aimco 
had suggested a land swap of 
the recreation center’s tract with 
something more central within 
the SHL community.) 
PRAB/APB Meeting 

This was the note on which 
the PRAB/APB meeting, upstairs 
in the Community Center, took 
off. Joe McNeal, assistant direc- 
tor of facilities for the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department, whose 
presentation of the city’s plans 
for the SHL recreation center 
was the centerpiece of the meet- 
ing, had been present at the pre- 
vious meeting with Aimco. Now 
the city’s plans suddenly looked 
tentative. 

Mayor Davis, who was also 
sitting in on the PRAB meeting, 
described some of the history 
about the SHL recreation center, 
which, even as augmented, was 
considered inadequate to the 
community’s needs. When SHL 
was first opened, Davis pointed 
out, the corporation was already 
providing many recreational 
needs and facilities. The Foun- 
tain Lodge was used for that pur- 
pose, she said; now it is used 
only as an office facility for man- 
agement. There was a small golf 
course on and near the flood 
plain, whose clubhouse remains 
as the small building next to the 
recreation center. 

Under later owners, however, 
when these programs and facili- 
ties were abandoned, the city 
then constructed the recreation 
center to provide a gymnasium. 
Unfortunately, Davis said, the 
land area there is confined by 
the flood plain and a stream. 
There is almost no room for ex- 
pansion. 

The restrictions that this loca- 
tion imposes for changes to the 
center became immediately ap- 
parent to those attending the 
PRAB meeting. With the new 
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design, only 4,000 square feet of 
additional space would become 
available. This would be used 
for a multi-purpose room with 
kitchen and storage space, an af- 
ter-school space for elementary 
age children and corridors link- 
ing the new spaces with the old. 

McNeal said the multi-pur- 
pose room was about the size of 
that in the Community Center, in 
which the group was then sitting. 
It would be used for civic group 
meetings, rentals, classes and 
various programs and activities 
for all ages. The aftercare space 
would double as a computer lab. 

The proposed renovation and 
addition has an estimated cost of 
$1.5 million dollars. Including a 
borrowed sum of $750,000 ap- 
proved in a referendum and a 
state matching’ grant’ of 
$325,000, the city has $1.1 mil- 
lion in place for the project, ac- 
cording to McNeal. 

Renovation will include in- 
stallation of a sprinkler system, 
realignment of existing spaces 
and refinishing of interior and 
exterior surfaces. It will also be 
a “green” facility, using modern 
technology for low maintenance 
and energy efficiency. New ce- 
ramic flooring will be used in 
the building except in the gym- 
nasium, whose maple flooring is 
only seven years old. A new 
outdoor playground will be in- 
stalled on the flood plain site. 
The current restrooms will be ex- 
panded. 

PRAB/APB Action 

Although recognizing that 
even with the expansion the fa- 
cility will still be inadequate, 
PRAB and APB members realized 
that on its present site the new 
dimensions would reach the size 
limits allowable. However, the 
potential Aimco plans created a 
new complex of considerations. 

As Mayor Davis _ noted,

ing this project. They want the 
city to buy into it.” Greenbelt 
Station is the proposed new shop- 
ping mall and office and residen- 
tial development on the A. H. 
Smith property and Metro station 
site adjacent to Springhill Lake. 

Davis indicated Aimco’s ear- 
lier expression of interest in 
“partnering” with the city as 
they move toward the proposed 
SHL renovation. She believed 
Aimco would share the cost of a 
new recreation building if it 
were moved to a central area 
within the community and that 
they would also dedicate land for 
athletic fields nearby. 

Yet everything is in the fu- 
ture. Members of the two citizen 
boards saw the city as looking 
down two potential tracks for fu- 
ture development, only one of 
which will eventually work out, 
but which one is not known. 
How could the board members 
act today? 

PRAB member Marc Siegel 
put it this way: Assuming that 
Aimco does not come through 
with its plans, the city should 
proceed with its plans as pre- 
sented for renovation of the rec- 
reation center. By an over- 
whelming majority members of 
both groups voted in favor of 
this understanding.

Limited Planning 
Authority Bill 


Prince George’s County Bill 
PG/MC 103 has been drafted at 
the request of the cities of Bowie, 
College Park and Greenbelt. The 
bill is enabling legislation that 
would allow the District Council 
to consider delegating the follow- 
ing limited planning authorities 
to any municipality in Prince 
George’s County: conceptual site 
plans; detailed site plans; certifi- 
cation, revocation and revision of 
nonconforming uses; vacation of 
municipal rights-of-way; minor 
changes to approved special ex- 
ceptions; requests for compliance 
alternatives from the Prince 
George’s County landscape 
manual. 

Municipalities exercising these 
authorities would be subject to 
the same procedural requirements 
established by the District Coun- 
cil. Municipalities would also 
not be able to impose any stan- 
dard or requirement different from 
the District Council. Finally, mu- 
nicipal decisions can be appealed 
to the District Council and Cir- 
cuit Court as is the case now. 

There will be an informational 
meeting on December 6 at the 
Glenarden Municipal Center to 
explain this legislation and an-
